DOVLESTOWN. 


A recent sermon entitled "Why I am a 


Protestant" by Rev. Robert M. Labaree, 
pastor of the Doylestown Presbyterian 
Church, has aroused considerable interest 
here owing to the fact that several mem- 
bers of the Catholic Church have taken is- 
Bne-with Rev. Mr. labaree regarding some 
of his statement! There is no bad feel- 
ing exhibited, but a disposition to discuss 
the claims of the Protestant and Catholic 
churches concerning tbe autbonty for 
thier doctrines and practices. Tbe discus- 
sion is the result of a series of lectures 
delivered here recently by. Rev. Xa/ier 
iutton, a learned priest, who explained 
his faith and tbe doctrines of his church 
o such ProtBBtants as cared to attend tbe 
ectures The public was much interested 
n Father Button's lectures, particularly 
Protestants, and many practices of the 
church regarded as superstitious were 
made clear. One of the lectures deli rared 
by Vainer Sutton was entitled "Why I am 
a Catholic," in which he resented some 
'ery strong arguments- to show that bis 
church has undisputed authority for her 
.cachings. In bis sermon Rev. Mr. Laba- 
ree said among other things that "Prot- 
estantism restored the free Bible to us. It 
s true that tbe Catholics believe in the 
Bible, yet they do not regard it as tneonly 
authority from God. So many of their 
doctrines, as purgatory, etc., do not find 
a place in tlie Bible, but exist upon the 
authority of the church. Protestants be- 
teve that the Bible is tbe foundation, and 
that all must be finally judged by it, and 
that ifanv teaching cannot stand thereon, 
t is talse " A member of the Catholic 
Jhurch immediately replied to this ask- 


where Was tbe authority or divine 


commission to teach the religion of Christ 
through tbe Mew Testament alone, and if 
bis was intended to be tbe only medium 
why were so many centuries- allowed to 
elapse before tbe art of printing made 
t possible to put the Bible within the 
reach of all. And now another member 
ot the Catholic Church has challenged 
iev Mr Labaree to a public discussion 
of the subject thiougb the newspapers 
.t IB hardly likely that the pastor will ac- 
cept the challenge, but tbe incident is 
none tbe less interesting, for it piesents a 
new condition. A few years ago it would 
tiave seemed strange to see a Catholic seek 
controversy of this character, especially 
Hymen, but tbe lectures of'Father Sutton 
lave broken the ice in that respect. Fath- 
er Suttcn distributed while here a book 
wntteu by a former Protestant, now a 
Datholu, which contains data and argu- 
ments intended for the express purpose of 
meeting all charges against tbe Catholic 
Uhurch, and with this source of informa- 
tion on baud the members of that church 
will be prepared to meet their Protestant 
>rothers with a very keen weapon 
Such 


a controversy, however, is apt to end 
without either side being convinced that 
the other is rigbt, for the realm of argu- 
ment is boundless. It is also likely that 
ho zest for debate rather than a desire for 
ruth would creep into such a discussion 
f prolonged. 


At a meeting held for the purpose Mon- 


d ty evening Council again considered the 
;wj trolley ordinances presented at last 
nesting asking for right of way for com- 
panies that propose to build roads from tbe 
county seat to Perkasie and Easton. Tbe 
corporations are asumg for tbe same 
street, which Council cannot grant, and 
therefore it is to be decided which will be 
moat advantageous to tbe borough. 
The 


Doylestowa and Easton Company has 
promised to have a road to Plumateadville 
constructed by July 1, work to commence 
in ten dayu if necessary. Tbe other com- 
pany, which now operates the Willow 
Grove road, and whose officers are officials 
of the Union Traction Company, agrees to 
commence tbe road to Perkasie in 30 days. 
They decline to build the road at all if 
:he rival company is granted tbe franchise 
upon the ground that their tracks in the 
no-rough would not be the end of their line 
jut the middle of a continuous road from 
Willow Orove to Perkasie, and that there- 
ioie they could not demand the right to 
run over the tracks of the rival corpora- 
tion, while the latter could insist on that 
right as their road would have a terminus 
icre. Council submitted the ordinances 
to a committee and held a second meeting 
on Tuesday, evening. 


It was decided to give the competing 


companies an opportunity to come to an 
amicable agreement, which would relieve 
Council of tbe embarrasment of favoring 
either, so the meeting adjourned at the 
call of the president without other action 
being taken. 


Deputy Treasurer Henry G. Fell is the 


hero of a burglar episode that occurred 
early Tuesday morning, «hen the Deputy 
tracked throughthe snow and captured "in 
a barn a man who bad entered his house 
during the night, stealing some clothing 
and a watch. It is believed tbe thief is 
the mysterious burglar who has been oper- 
ating in this locality, to which reference 
was made in the Gazette some weeks ago. 
Upon the man were found not only Mr. 
Fell's property but many other articles 
and numerous pawn tickets for clothing, 
watches and other plunder. A satchel in 
Ins possession also contained several ar- 
ticles. Depots' Fell, upon discovering 
that bis house bad been entered, found 
the tracks of tbe thief in the snow. They 
led him a long and winding chase of more 
than two miles across fields and along the 
roads and about farm buildings. 
The 


thief was finally located in a barn, where 
he was secreted in a mown He was placed 
under arrest and committed for trial after 
a hearing. It is believed he had accom- 
plices in the neighborhood 
The prisoner 


stated that his name is George Williams 
and bis home in Baltimore. He said that 
he had worked on a farm in Buckingham 
township last summer. 


There was brought to the county jail the 


other day a man who has been a fugitive 
from justice .since December of 1899. He 
is John Roll, who, at the time referred to, 
attempted to shoot Miss Hannah Ash, a 
prominent resident of Holicong, Bucking- 
ham township. Roll worked for John 
Ash, brother of Miss Ash, and became in- 
censed at the latter because she had told 
a woman to whom he was paying attention 
that he was a man of bad character.- In 
revenge, and without stoppitfg to consider 
that he was corroborating Miss Agfa's esti- 
mate of his character, Roll went to the 
window of the residence at night and fired 
a revolver at Miss Ash. The bullet passed 
over her shoulder. All trace of Roll was 
lost, though officers were pnt upon his 
track 
He turned up in Norristown on 


Thursday evening of last week and sub- 
mitted to arrest, stating that he thought 
he had killed Miss Ash and could no long-* 
er bear tbe burden of the crime without 
confession. It is doubtful whetKer be 
really believed be had committed murder, 
but lor some reason be desired to be ar- 
rested, and was brought to the county 
jail.

In point of natuial and de- 


veloped wealth, in the ingenuity and in- 
telligent e, and in the sterling qualities of 
its people, In the characteristics which go 
to make up trjio manhood of it* citizens 
the United States stands supreme among 
the nations of the wofld. 
That the one 


person selected by the people from its mil- 
lions of men to be their President and 
chief exocutor of the nation should be in- 
ducted into office with the show of patriot- 
ism and healthy interest as was displayed 
on Tuesday augurs well for the enduring 
life of the government. 


The ceremonies which attended the in- 


auguration were elaborate, as well they 
should be. This country has long since 
outgrown its swaddling clothes. The days 
when tho President of the United States 
should ride to the Capitol on a gray nag, 
hitch tho animal to the top rail of a worm 
fence and then take the oath of office are 
pastern ver to return.

the Bible, upon which is based that whole ' 
standard of faith. 
| 
| The Westminster Confession starts out 
necessarily with the chapter "Of the Holy 
Scripture," for from the Bible alone is 
drawn the authority for the system of doc- 
trine that is 
afterward 
laid 
down. 


Throughout, each declaration is supported 
by proof texts from the Bible as the super- 
natural and all-sufficient source 
from 


which the articles of faith are obtained. 
_ Without such authority there is nothing 
for its theology to build on. 
Theology 


ueals with wisdom unattainable by men, 
with knowledge possible only to God. 
Unless there is an absolutely authoriative 
revelation from Heaven, an indisputably 
inspired word of God, all of the West- 
minster Confession is human speculation 
purely. The standard, therefore, starts 
out with the fundamental declaration that 
all of the books of the Old and New Testa- 
ments as canonically accepted by Protes- 
tantism "are given by Inspiration of God, 
to be the rule of faith and life," the 
main proof text being this from Revela- 
tions XXII : 18-19: 


"If any man shall add unto these things 


God shall add unto him the plagues that 
are written in this book. If>ny man shall 
take away from the words ot the book of 
tho prophecy, God shall take away his part 
out of the book of life and out of the holy 
city and from the things which are written 
in this Book." 


At this time, however, it is denied even 


in Presbyterian theological 
seminaries 


that this Book is "given by inspiration 
of God." Many or all of its words are 
treated as human merely, "a literature," 
marred by imperfections inseparable from 
human undertakings. Attempts are made 
to reconcile this rejection with the theory 
of inspiration, but they flout the reason. 
Everybody knows that unless knowledge of 
the supernatural world comes to men by 
indisputably supernatural inspiration and 
revelation it is impossible for them to ob- 
tain it. "Canst thou by searching find 
out God?" 


All the speakers at the Presbyterian 


Union on Monday night begged this great 
and fundamental question, though with- 
out the settlement of it no revision of the 
Westminster Confession, no amendment 
to it and no explanatory addition to it will 
be worth the consideration of any intelli- 
gent man. First of all, the dogma of Holy 
Scripture must be laid down and accepted, 
else there is nothing to build on; and it is 
that very dogma which is now questioned 
by theologians.

CARNEGIE'S CAREER. 


From the Chicago Times-Herald 


The fairies with their wane's and enchant- 


ments have heaped up riches a little more 
rapidly than Andrew Carnegie, but the 
facts of his life are more astonishing than 
any fiction. He is now but 65 years old, 
and at 30 he had not advanced in the race 
for wealth beyond the goal that bad been 
gained by thousands and tens of thousands 
of the young men of his time. His career, 
in fact, was one that in its general out- 
lines was very common in this country. 


He was born abroad in povorty.and hav- 


ing been brought here when he wae a boy 
of 10 he was pnt to work at 12 to assist in 
the support of his family. He had no op- 
portunity to be particular in the selection 
of his employment, but went from one job 
to another, changing the nature, of his 
work as he did so. The supreme object was 
to make a livinc for himself and others at 
any honest calling. BO that in these earlier 
stages of his progiess there is no evidence 
of that resolute devotion to a single pur- 
suit which is so often lauded as the pass- 
port to success. 


By the time he had reached thirty he 


had, however, apparently settled upon 
the business of a railway telegraph opera- 
tor, and as he was capable, industrious 
and economical there was the prospect 
that he might lay aside money, work into 
more protflable positions, and finally ac- 
cumulate a comfortable fortune. 
Such 


were his circumstances and such was the 
promise of the future when a lucky specu- 
lation in oil lands brought him the larger 
capital without which it would have been 
impossible to lay the foundation of the 
enormous riches which he possesses today. 


But if luck was with him it would be 


idle to elnim that his success IB due to luck 
alone. He must have exceptional fore- 
sight, exceptional po-vers of organization 
and exceptional business acumen. If he 
was favored not only by the strike in oil, 
but also by the tremendous business ex- 
pansion after the war, there were other 
men who enjoyed all his opportunities and 
who commanded a much greater capital. 
The devices that he employed in combi- 
nation and in the manipulation of stock 
may be decried, but he was never free from 
a fierce rivalry in the years that he built 
up the steel industry. Benoe if he was 
helped by circumstances also, and though 
there are teachers of ethics and economics 
who will assert positively that no man can 
earn $160,000,000, the worst that can be said 
of him is that he took advantage' of the 
industrial system under which he lived. 


On the other hand, it is to his lasting 


credit that he has felt some of the philo- 
gopher's-doubts about justice of great in- 
equalities in fortune and looked upon his 
wealth as in some sort a public trust. He 
has probably given more outright to char- 
itable uses than any other living man, and 
he is constantly adding to tne donations, 
which already exceed a dozen millions. 
That he will carry out bis expressed pur- 
pose and die poor is perhaps doubtful, 
but he has illustrated his. principle of giv- 
ing during lite with such generoisty that 
he deserves some remission of the envy 
and ill-will which are so often directed 
against men of his class.

say in the councils of their own political 
parties. Where are we today? Our South- 
ern leaders are groping about in darkness.

Latest Trolley Bmnor. 


The latest rumor regarding the pro- 


posed trolley, road from Trenton to Phila- 
delphia, the franchises and rights of way 
for which were recently acquired by a syn- 
dicate headed by Albert Johnson, of Oleve- 
Innd, is that the road will be built from 
Morrisville to Fox Chase, via Bridgeton 
and Roiton, the latter being a station on 
the Pennsylvania Cut-off railroad. 


The idea of constructing the line over 


this route is that the Johnson organisation 
is unable to secure an entrance of a high- 
speed road down through Frankford—as 
the line was originally supposed to be go- 
ing from Bristol. The alternative of se- 
lecting some other point of entrance into 
..the Quaker City was practically forced 
upon the Cleveland promoters and the 
scheme of running down to Fox Chaise was 
finally picked out, so it is said. Just what 
route the new line will follow from Fox 
Chase is not yet divulged, but it seems 
practically certain that the line will be 
pushed through.

Trolley Mall Service 


In view of the fact that the United 


States Postoffice Department is making 
every effort to increase the efficiency of 
the rural free delivery service, it is prob- 
able that electric railways extending into 
outlying suburbs or running through 
sparsely settled farming communities will 
be called upon to assist in the rapid and 
frequent delivery of mail matter. 


It is interesting to note that the earliest 


successful experiment in the collection 
and delivery of mail matter by trolley cars 
was that made about ten years ago in St. 
Louis by Major John B. Harlow, at present 
United States Civil Service Commissioner 
at Washington, who was then Postmaster 
at St. Louis. Major Barlow's apprentice- 
ship was served in tbe United States rail 
way mail service, where his excellent rec- 
ord of many years' standing helped to se- 
cure for him the Postmastership at St. 
Louis. Almost at,once the idea of col- 
lecting and distributing mail matter by 
means of especially equipped trolley cars 
running to the outlying parts of the city 
occurred to him. The idea was soon put 
into pract'ice, and its immediate success 
was tbe cause of the adoption of similar 
plans in many other cities. As may be 
readily understood a considerable part ol 
mail matter collected by trolley mail bars 
never passes through the general postoffice, 
as it is sorted, cancelled and distributed 
along the route by the clerks, who form 
'the working crew of the car. In this' man- 
ner the often limited capacity of a gen- 
eral postoffice is greatly relieved.

New Instructors at West Point.. 


The appointment of Captain Charles G. 


Treat.as commandant of cadets and in- 
structor of tactics at the Military Aca- 
demy will give general satisfaction at tbe 
institution, where Captain Treat enjoys 
great popularity. He will succeed Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Otto L. Hein, whose four 
years of service will expire in June. 
The 


new commannnt is a graduate of the Mili- 
tary Academy, to which he was admitted 
from Wisconsin, although he was born in 
Jnine. He was graduated in 1882, and 
assigned as second lieutenant in the 5th 
Aitillery. He was advanced to the rank 
of first lieutenant in 1889. He took an 
idvaneeo. course at the 1'ort Monroe Artil- 
ery School, and was graduated from there 
in 1888. 
At the outbreak of the war with 


Spain Lieutenant Treat was appointed to 
a captaincy in the adjutant-general's de- 
partment, and assigned to duty in Cuba. 
For meritorious services he was commis- 
sionedj major of volunteers. His com- 
mission was dated January 10, 1899, the 
next man above him on the list of equal 
rank being Putnam B. Strong. In March, 
1899, he was promoted to be a captain in 
the regular army, and transferred to' the 
7th Artillery, and about a year ago he suc- 
ceeded Captain Granger Adams as artil- 
lery instructor at the academy. 


For the place made vacant by the death 


of Professor Peter S. Micbje, head of tbe 
department of natural and experimental 
philosophy, another popular officer has 
been named. 
Captain William Crozier, 


of the Ordnance Department, who will fill 
the place by the President's appointment, 
is amply fitted for the position, and has 
long enjoyed the reputation of being one 
of the most learned officers in the army. 
In addition to this, he also has a tine rec- 
ord as a soldier. He was 'born in Ohio, 
and entered the Military Academy from 
Kansas in 1872. 
He was the American 


Military Delegate to the Peace Conference 
at The Hague, where his fame as the in- 
ventor of the disappearing gun carriage 
had preceded him. His services at Cavite 
were commended by Generals Schwan and 
Bates, and for conspicuous gallantry at 
the battle of Yang Tsun, China, General 
Chaffee recommended him for brevet. 
Captain Crozier's father represented Kan- 
sas in the United States Senate.

Thieves Leap From Train 


Trenton, March 6.—Speedy retribution 


is believed to have pome to one of two 
pickpockets who boarded the Pennsylvania 
Southern express train from Philadelphia 
to New York this evening and between that 
point and here succeeded in robbing pas- 
sengers of $30 in money. One of the men 
alighted from the train as it was passing 
this city and an hour later a man's body 
was found, which there is good reason to 
believe is that of the thief. 
One of tne 


company's detectives gave the following 
account of the affair: 


'ITwo well-dressed men boarded an ex- 


press train at Philadelphia tonight and 
soon attracted attention by the fact that 
they frequently changed their seats, mov- 
ing about the car and going in and out of 
the toilet room frequently. Every time 
either of them went to the end of the car, 
he took ajdiflerent s.eat. The other pass- 
engers wondered at their peculiar actions. 
Shortly before the train crossed the Dela- 
ware river bridge a passenger discovered 
one of the thieves in the act of removing 
n bundle of papers from a coat pocket. 


"He quickly seized the pickpocket by 


the wrist and called upon the other pass- 
engers to help him. The others in the car 
came to the passenger's assistance and 
with them was the second pickpocket with 
the brnkeman close upon his heels. 
A 


scuffle ensued, but both thieves succeeded 
in freeing themselves and made, a rush 
for the rear platform, .with the brakeman 
in hot pursuit. Just at this juncture the 
train had slowed down for a dangerous 
crossing and one of the tjrieves jumped 
off in the darkness and is believed to have 
been killed by a southbound ,train which 
passed almost at the same instant. 


"The other thief hesitated for a mo- 


ment and before he had time to jump the 
brakeman was upon him and he was drag- 
ged back into the car. 
An investigation 


by the passengers showed, that they had 
been relieved of about $30 in all during 
the 60 minutes between Philadelphia and 
here." 


According to a statement made by the 


detectives the brakeman declined to make 
a complaint against the man when the 
train reached this city and he was taken 
to taken to Jersey City, for which point he 
had a ticket. The body believed to "be that 
of the other pickpocket was found near 
Greenwood avenue crossing about eight 
o'clock. 
Both arms were cut off, the 


skull fractured and the body otherwise 
maimed. 
The man was well dressed and 


there were $17 and a gold watch in his 
pocket. He wore a light overcoat which 
tallied with the description given by the 
brakeman.

Walter Laing Is dead 1 Less than one 


year ago his friend, Samuel Swain, closed 
bis well-rounded life. In many ways the 
lives of these two men flowed in parallel 
tines. Anti-slavery, temperance, religious 
activity ,devotion to tbe affairs, the inter- 
ests, and the spiritual mission of the So- 
ciety of Friends, entered so conspicuously 
into the life of each as to place them on a 
common platform. 


It oar. be truly said of Walter Laing 


that in the days of slavery and its violent 
contentions,he was a persistent foe of that 
blot upon civilization; a zealous friend of 
Human liberty, participating actively in Che 
memorable anti-slavery cruaade, regardless 
of the public odium that doomed it to fierce 
unpopularity; that be was always an ardent 
Advocate of temperance, from the begin- 
ning to tbe end of his long life, for this was 
a principle imbedded in his soul; and that 
as a member of the Society of Fiiends, he 
was earnestly devoted to all things con- 
cerning it, and in his later years he became 
a free and frequent exponent of its princi- 
ples. 
Whatever may nave been the vicissitudes 
that checkered his pathway with their 
lights and shadows, be always seemed to 
possess buoyancy of spirit. 
Cheerfulness 


was a marked feature ot his character. 
Energy was one of his predominant traits, 


sustaining quality that never forsook 


him, even up to the day when his brief ill- 
ness checked his activity. His great fond- 
ness for chiftiren may be fitly mentioned 
as one of the accompaniments of bis kind 
and patient disposition, which was of a 
genial and social cast. Opportunity would 
have disclosed his inborn philanthropy. 


In his earlier years be took an active in- 


terest in all that concerned the welfare of 
Bristol," and favored various enterprises 
that contributed to its prosperity. By na- 
ture he was public-spirited. 


He was essentially a reformer. His po- 


litical creed had a radical bearing. His 
interest in the affairs of the nation was 
deep and abiding, an interest that never 
flagged. He was a Republican from the 
start, a stalwart Republican; and none of 
the burning questions that have given his 
party its heroic record in its periods of 
great achievement, were too progressive 
for his advanced ideas. 


One more familiar figure passes from 


our sight, and like all those who pass 
away, like all whom death covers with 
its. dark mantle, he will be mourned by 
those who mourn, end missed by those 
who knew him. 
Not unwelcome is the 


peaceful rest that follows "life's fitful 
fever.''

tol. He bad a kindly word for all minis- 
ters and religious teachers of the various 
religious denominations represented in 
Bristol. 
He loved this life and all the 


good things of the world. He appreciated 
tbe kindness and faithful ministrations of 
nature. He believed that the Creator 
placed man in this life that he might ( 
joy its many privileges. 


The writer remembers well the words 


of this good and noble man who said to 
him while at the funeral services of Sam- 
uel Swain, "I feel that I have lost a broth- 
er." It is this strong affection which 
these two men entertained towards each 
other that makes one feel that he cannot 
speak of one without mentioning the oth- 
er. They were two men with distinct per- 
sonalities, yet they did the same things, 
and loved the same causes. One was giv- 
en to an outward expression of enthusiasm 
and zeal, the other was calm and peace- 
ful in his deliberations. At times they 
lovingly walked along different paths in 
discussing subjects of interest, but both 
paths led to the same place. That which 
one lacked, the otner supplied, although 
Walter Laing insisted in acknowledging 
the 'superiority of his friend's quiet and 
unhasty judgment in matters of great 
importance. The exuberance of Walter 
Laing furnished inspiration and cheer to 
Samuel Swain, while the calm and peace- 
fulness of Samuel Swain furnished rest, 
contentment and refreshment to Walter 
Laing. They are now as united in the 
other world, and rest together in peace 
which this world can never know. 


These men belonged to a generation of 


strong and noble characters of -which few 
are left. 
One by one they are leaving us. 


The giant tree has giant roots. When one 
of these mouarena of the forest has been 
uprooted by a great tempest it lies stretch- 
ed out at full length upon the ground and 
then we see the mighty roots that fed it 
and the strong cables that moored it to the 
soil. Now that these humble characters 
have been uprooted out of this life by 
death, we see the strong roots and cables 
which bound them to the truth. 


God has heard their footsteps as they 


have passed through the vestibule between 
this life and eternity, while He allows us 
to remain here a little while longer, that 
we may in a joyful and trustful anticipa- 
tion, see the distant *ills tipped with the 
golden sunlight of the great beyond. 
'So long thy power has blessed us, sure 


it'still will lead us on 


O'er moor and fen, o'er crag and torrent, 


till the eight is gone; 


And with the morn those angel faces smile

portance then it generally leeeives a 
forming an important link in tbe chain by 
which ancient wisdom is connected- with 
modern developments. Certain it is tha 
the Knights Templar, from long-continuei 
residence in tbe unchanging east, am 
learning tolerance from their chivalric 
foes, became possessed of the eaotery o 
oriental itects and societies.

of less than three members, that number 
being authorized to meet and transact bus- 
iness. Its presiding officer was the Mus- 
ter, the exact Latin equivalent of the Eng- 
lish Master. - The other officers" were the 
Deouriones (corresponding to the Wardens 
of modern Masonic Lodges in their du- 
ties), a Scribe, and a Treasurer. Attached 
to each college was also a priest who ful 
filled the religious functions.. There were 
three divisions or claeiis among the work- 
men thus joined, members joining in the 
, lowest and passing by merit and skill to 
j the highest.

Each college, during pagan times, wor- 


{shipped the God whose temple was nearest 
to its meeting place. 
After the advent 


and supremacy of-Christianity the guilds 
chose local saints as tbeir patrons, which 
custom is continued by their Masonic 
successors or imitators, whose lodges are 
dedicated to "St. John" the Baptist and 
"'St. John" the Evangelist. 


Their meetings were secret, and initiates 


were given esoteric instruction. 
They also 


possessed a system of ^symbolism anc 
made symbolic use of tbe implements oi 
tbeir craft.

The ignorant of their 


own time and since have attributed to them 
all manner of weird powers. The brother- 
hood existed until well into the seven- 
teenth century, and employed itself is 
useless dabblings in alchemy and astro- 
logy. 
But there is no similarity of either 


organization or purnose between the two 
societies. A mere coincidence of symbo'.- 
ism may perhaps have suggested the con- 
nection. 


An ingenious history, which, however, 


.finds no support either in the legends of 
the craft or its known facts,,connects the 
jrigin of tne fraternity with Oliver Crom- 
well before bis political advancement as 
ord protector of England. 
Finding this 


heory-stated with plausible show of levi- 
lence the present writer has been to some 
pains to examine closely into the history 
if the times of the Puritan movement, 
which resulted in the English revolution 
and the establishment of the common- 
wealth. ' In so far as our reading has ex- 
tended, we-have been unable to discover 
one jot of tittle of evidence which would 
even seefn to support such theory. In- 
deed, on the contrary, it would be hard to 
magine these fierce sectaries thus allegor- 
zing a sacred subject for the advancement 
of personal or political .aims.
